Attached 44-30861-6016 is one of a series of ascords reporting that the father 
of a man whose name (Wehunt) is withheld received repeated feports that a very 
influential businessmen's grouprf had offered $100,000 to have Dr. King killed. 

Wehunt Sr. obtained Ms information from a number of prisoners in the Fulton Couijy, 
Georgia jail. Wohunt Jr. provided the information to tho FBI months before it was 
leaked to tho Now York 'i'imos. As Junior told tho FBI, /robably SA Jolin Hartingh'of 
tho FOiDA unit, then assigned to Tampa, it is obvious that the only possible source of 
the look to tho Times wds the FBI. 

Tho was long after my request and after thA complaint was filed in C.A. 75-1996, 
without any of tho information liaving been provided to me. Some still lias not been. 

Withholding the name of tho Times reporter serves FBI interest, not to protect 
privacy. As a matter of practise tho FBI did not withhold the names of reporters and 
editors in tho KURKIN processing. 

Tho Times liad a group of reporters wo rising of a King assassination-CBD internal 
investigation story. It began with ^artin Waldron, who wa 3 in Trenton and was kept there 
rather than staying on the story. Wjfclron wrote an editorial article after the lengthy' 
articles written by Jolin Crowdson appeared, about 10 days after 6016. He spe nt some 
time with me and consulted with me by phone from as far away as California .possessed 
of inforraation still not provided to mo from FBI records relating to Ray and a nW-HnV 
ho saw in Los Angeles. 

CRD and tho FBI pumped Grewdson full of wliat they wonted the Times to print. One 
of Crowdson 1 s contacts in tho FBI was Homer Boynton, who according to stories circula- 
ting among Washington reporters, almost got fired when Crewdson disclosed' he was a source 
for Crowdson. (Tho Times transferred Crowdson out of Washington. When I last heard from 
him he was assigned to San Francsico.) 
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On the one hold the FBI leaks to the 'Himes the name and phone numbed of a source 
who told it tint he feared for liis life and on the other hand it withliSfit^ftie identification 
from me in a case i„. court. (With SA H artingh supervisor on the case in court.) 

^o records of tu ly internal investigation of the looking havo boon provided in thia 
case. Obviously not. FuIlIQ did tUejlealdLng and had no need to investigate itself over "* 
that louldng. 

However, there my have been a sham investigation. 

There are also records of outside contacts and of providing information to the 
press. 1 bolievc tliat in this case they are relevant and I appeal their withhol ding . 

That such cooords are not in MUHKIli files is irrelevant. The FBI's leakers have special 
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files, despite its denials to me in this case. The records can be retrieved. 

The FBI also saw to it tliat the House assassins committee received diversionary, 
misleading and essentially irrelevant reports of a reward from businessmen of 55100,000 
for the killing of ^r. ling. CKD pretended to be critical of the FBI over suoh reports. 

The FBI and CED have thus made all such reports matters of considerable historical 
significance. The mcords provided to me from IiURKIil HQ records cannot represent a 
full FBI investigation of thi3 particular report of such a bounty. I appeal the 
denial of the remaining records tliat have not boon provided. (Serial 6016 is not all 
that was provided.) 

This matter represent still another FBI manipulation of events and what can be 
known and is believod. FOIA is intended to enable the people to know what the agencies 
do ! and do not do. As I appealed the continuing Byers witliholdings, a matter on which 
you have not yet acted, I also appeal- this aspect of the witliholding of information 
relating to FBI propaganda and manipulations relevant to and in' a case in court.
